ORANJESTAD - Based on 
the new technology available 
to us today and in view of a 
recent re-evaluation of previ¬ 
ous exploratory samples 
which show promise of po¬ 
tential petroleum or gas re¬ 
serves, and on a recent large 
find in Venezuela, the Aruba 
government is intent on pur¬ 
suing a new venture of explo¬ 
ration. 

One strong indication for 
this new venture is because 
of the recent discoveries of 
reserves in Caribbean waters 
and in Venezuela. These re¬ 
serves are not very far from 
the frontier of Aruba’s territo¬ 
rial waters. The discovery 
was made recently in reserve 
number 4 “Perla” of 


CARACAS (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez returned 
to Cuba yesterday to continue 
treatment for cancer, he said 
in a letter to the country's Na¬ 
tional Assembly. 

It would be the first time 
Chavez, who won re-election 
last month, has returned to 
Cuba for treatment since July 
when he claimed he was can¬ 
cer free after a debilitating 
battle with the disease. 

In a letter to the National 
Assembly, Chavez said that 
despite the intense re-election 
campaign he had been zea¬ 
lously following a "comple¬ 
mentary treatment plan" 
ordered by his doctors. 

He said they recom¬ 
mended undergoing "a spe¬ 
cial treatment consisting of 
various sessions of hyper¬ 
baric oxyge- nation along 
with physiotherapy to con¬ 
tinue to consolidate the 
strengthening health I have 
been experiencing." 

Chavez, who has never 
disclosed the type or severity 
of the cancer he had, under¬ 
went surgery for a tumor in 
his pelvic region last year in 
Cuba followed by multiple 


Venezuela which was about 
15 to 20 miles outside of the 
territorial waters of Aruba. 
All of this is what increased 
the interest of Aruba to renew 


rounds of chemotherapy after 
the cancer returned. 

Since his re-election Octo¬ 
ber 7, he has appeared in pub¬ 
lic only occasionally, mostly 
when he was leading a meet¬ 
ing of his cabinet at the pres¬ 
idential palace. 

The 58-year-old, who has 
been in power since 1999 and 
gained international promi¬ 
nence as an anti-American 
firebrand, appeared weak¬ 
ened and subdued during the 
presidential campaign but he 
won a third term that extends 
to 2018.

Woman dies as hundreds flee homes 
in flooded Welsh city

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House insisted yester¬ 
day there were no "unan¬ 
swered questions" about UN 
ambassador Susan Rice’s role 
in the Benghazi controversy, 
after her apparently discordant 
meeting with top Republicans. 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney also condemned 
the "obsession" in Washington 
about comments Rice made 
soon after the attacks on tele¬ 
vision, as a row rumbled on 
that could hurt her chances of 
becoming the next secretary of 
state. 

"There are no unanswered 
questions about Ambassador 
Rice's appearances on Sunday 
shows," Carney said, referring 
to her comments, which were 
based on now-discredited CIA 
assessments about the nature 
of the September 11 attack. 

Carney also condemned the 
fixation of some administra¬ 
tion critics on what Rice said 
on Sunday talk shows about 
the attack, which killed four 
Americans, including the US 
ambassador to Libya Christo¬ 
pher Stevens. 

"People are more interested 
in talking points for a Sunday 


show several months ago, than 
they are in finding out what 
happened in Benghazi," Car¬ 
ney said. 

President Barack Obama, 
he argued, was more interested 
in the result of State Depart¬ 
ment and FBI probes into the 
killings and on bringing to jus¬ 
tice those responsible. 

Rice met Republican sena¬ 
tors John McCain, Lindsey 
Graham and Kelly Ayotte ear¬ 
lier in an effort to quell the 
controversy over her remarks, 
but appeared to do little to as¬ 
suage critics who said they 
were more concerned than be¬ 
fore. 

In her appearances on Sep¬ 
tember 16, she said it was the 
government's "best assess¬ 
ment" that the assault appeared 
to have started from a "sponta¬ 
neous" reaction against an am¬ 
ateur anti-Muslim video made 
on American soil. 

In a statement issued after 
the meeting yesterday, Rice 
admitted for the first time that 
the talking points were "were 
incorrect in a key respect: there 
was no protest or demonstra¬ 
tion in Benghazi." 


ST ASAPH, United Kingdom 
(AFP) - An elderly woman was 
found dead in her flooded 
home in the tiny Welsh city of 
St Asaph yesterday after the 
nearby river burst its banks on 
the seventh day of torrential 
rains across Britain. 

The Environment Agency 
urged residents to evacuate 
500 homes in the deluged 
cathedral city in north Wales, 
after the River Elwy reached a 
record high and surged over 
flood defences. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron visited flood-hit areas 
of southwest England, where 
two other people have been 
killed since high winds and 
heavy rains began battering the 
country last Wednesday. 

The Environment Agency 
had issued two severe flood 
warnings in Wales, including 
one in St Asaph, indicating a 
risk of death. 

The agency said the River 
Elwy had reached a record 
level of 4.35 meters (14 feet 


MIAMI (AFP) - A Florida 
teenager is dead after being 
gunned down by a man who 
moments earlier had asked the 
victim and his friends to turn 
down the music coming from 
a car stereo, justice officials 
said yesterday. 

Jordan Davis, 17, was hit at 
least twice by bullets fired by 
Michael Dunn, a 45-year-old 
businessman who is in custody 
over the incident which took 
place Friday in Jacksonville, 
said Sheriffs Department 
Lieutenant Rob Schoonover. 

The shooting occurred after 
Dunn, who is white, ap¬ 
proached Davis, who was 
black, to complain about loud 
music coming from the sport 
utility vehicle (SUV) in which 
the youngsters were seated. 

"Jordan and Dunn ex¬ 
changed words, and Dunn

Nicaraguan ships deploy to 
zone claimed by Colombia 


MANAGUA (AFP) 
Nicaragua said yesterday it had 
deployed Coast Guard ships to 
a fishing area of the Caribbean 
that the UN International Court 
of Justice recently ruled be¬ 
longs to it and not to nearby 
Colombia. 

The head of Nicaragua’s 
army, General Julio Cesar 
Aviles, told reporters that pa¬ 
trols had not seen any Colom¬ 
bian vessels in the region and 
that the ships ’’will remain 
there because it is a duty, an 
obligation.” 

On November 19 the ICJ in 
The Hague awarded Colombia 
sovereignty over a group of 
disputed Caribbean islands, in¬ 
cluding the small islands of 
San Andres and Providencia, 


and 12 nautical miles of ocean 
surrounding the islands. 

But it also ruled that the 
maritime frontier between 
Nicaragua and Colombia 
should be moved east, marking 
a territorial gain for Nicaragua. 
Colombia rejected the ruling 
and said it is studying its legal 
options. 

President Daniel Ortega an¬ 
nounced late Monday that 
Nicaragua had begun to ’’exert 
sovereignty” over their new 
ocean border, and will grant 
permits to ships from countries 
that want to fish in the area. 

San Andres and Providen¬ 
cia depend on fishing and 
tourism, but both have been 
largely paralyzed since the ICJ 
ruling. 


Gas explosion blamed for 
deadly German fire

Wave of attacks kills 19 in Iraq 

BAGHDAD - A wave of at¬ 
tacks including six car 
bombs, nine roadside bombs 
and a shooting killed 19 peo¬ 
ple and wounded 71 others 
yesterday in Iraq, security 
and medical officials said. 

The violence was mainly 
centered in Baghdad, where 
Shiites were targeted, and the 
country’s north, which has 
seen high tensions in areas 
the autonomous Kurdistan 
wants to incorporate over the 
strong objections of the fed¬ 
eral government. 

No one has yet claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the attacks, 
but the use of car bombs in¬ 
dicate Sunni insurgents may 
be behind the violence,

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - A 
trial involving 800 cases of 
human rights abuses during 
Argentina's 1976-1983 mili¬ 
tary junta is set to open today, 
chronicling the use of torture 
and murder during the dictator¬ 
ship. 

The trial in Buenos Aires, 
"was, is and will be the largest 
trial of crimes against huma¬ 
nity” in Argentina, said rights 
attorney Rodolfo Yanzon. 

"There are 68 defendants 
charged in 800 cases, and we 
estimate there will be some 
900 witnesses,” he told AFP, 
adding that testimony in the 
case could take between 18 
and 24 months. 

The infamous "death flights” 
— the practice of throwing live 
prisoners into the sea from air¬ 
craft — will figure prominently 
in the trial, Yanzon said. 

Some 30,000 people were 
kidnapped, tortured and killed 
in what became known as Ar¬ 
gentina's "Dirty War,” accor¬ 
ding to rights groups. Victims 
included Montonero guerrillas, 
labor union leaders, students, 
and leftist sympathizers. 


The trial is part of an effort 
to probe torture and crimes 
against humanity committed at 
a notorious ESMA Naval Me¬ 
chanics School — 5,000 regime 
opponents are believed to have 
been sent to ESMA, of which 
only a fraction survived. 

Included in the trial will be 
the case of French-born nun 
Leonie Duquet, who was al¬ 
legedly kidnapped and killed 
on a "death flight.” 

The bodies of Duquet and 
three members of the Mothers 
of the Plaza de Mayo — a rights 
group helping regime victims - 

- washed up on a beach in 
Buenos Aires province in 
1977. Locals initially buried 
the women under headstones 
that read "NN," or no name. 

The trial's defendants in¬ 
clude eight "death flight” pilots 

— among them is Julio Poch, a 
Dutch national and a former 
Argentine naval aviator extra¬ 
dited from Spain in May 2010. 

Until his arrest Poch was 
working as a pilot for 
Transavia, a subsidiary of Air 
France and KLM. His work 
colleagues turned him in when 


Poch recounted stories from 
his days in the Argentine navy. 

Other defendants include 
former navy captain Alfredo 
Astiz, the "Blonde Angel of 
Death,” who allegedly helped 
kidnap four members of the 
Mothers rights group, inclu¬ 
ding its founder Azucena Vil- 
laflor, as well as Duquet and 
Alice Domon, another French 
nun who is still missing. An Ar¬ 
gentine court sentenced Astiz 
to life in prison for torture, 
murder and rights abuses in 
October 2011. 

Pro-junta civilians will also 
be on trial, including former fi¬ 
nance minister Juan Alemann, 
who allegedly witnessed the 
torture of a man suspected of 
attempting to murder him. 

A blanket pardon for dicta¬ 
torship crimes was overturned 
in 2003, paving the way for 
lawsuits. 

In September a Crimes 
Against Humanity Board re¬ 
port found that between 2008 
and July 2012 there were 61 
trials for crimes committed by 
the military dictatorship, with 
270 convictions.

Nearly Haifa million Arabs HIV- 
infected: UN 


RIYADH (AFP) - The United 
Nations said that the number 
of people in Arab countries in¬ 
fected with HIV more than 
doubled to 470,000 in the eight 
years to 2009. 

"The number of adults and 
children living with HIV has 
more than doubled between 
2001 and 2009 from 180,000 
to 470,000," according to data 
from UNAIDS, the UN pro¬ 
gramme on HIV and AIDS. 

New HIV infections in¬ 
creased from 43,000 in 2001 to 
59,000 in 2009, it said at a 


meeting in Riyadh on combat¬ 
ting AIDS, organised by the 
Arab League and the Saudi 
government. 

The number of deaths from 
AIDS also surged from about 
8,000 in 2001 to 24,000 in 
2009. 

In Djibouti and Somalia, the 
percentage of infected people 
represents 2.5 percent and 0.7 
percent of the countries’ re¬ 
spective populations. 

"These figures are very wor¬ 
rying and need an immediate 
response," it said in an Arabic- 


language statement. 

The figures appear in con¬ 
trast with the global trend. 

UN AIDS said last week that 
25 low- and middle-income 
countries had managed to at 
least halve their rate of new 
HIV infections since 2001, 
representing a reduction of 
700,000 new HIV infections. 

Globally, new HIV infec¬ 
tions fell to 2.5 million last 
year from 2.6 million in 2010 
and represented a 20-percent 
drop from 2001, it said. 


1.3 million overdiagnosed for breast 
cancer in US: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
More than a million US 
women have received unnec¬ 
essary and invasive cancer 
treatments over the last 30 
years, thanks to routine mam¬ 
mograms that detected harm¬ 
less tumors, scientists said. 

The results throw new 
doubt over the effectiveness of 
an already controversial cancer 
screening tool that is aimed at 
detecting tumors before they 
spread and become more diffi¬ 
cult to treat. 

"We estimated that breast 


cancer was overdiagnosed — 
i.e., tumors were detected on 
screening that would never 
have led to clinical symptoms 
— in 1.3 million US women in 
the past 30 years," authors 
Gilbert Welch of Dartmouth 
Medical School and Archie 
Bleyer of the Oregon Health & 
Science University, wrote in a 
study published Thursday in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

"We estimated that in 2008, 
breast cancer was overdiag¬ 
nosed in more than 70,000 


women; this accounted for 
31% of all breast cancers diag¬ 
nosed," they added. 

These women likely re¬ 
ceived major medical interven¬ 
tions — including surgery, 
radiology, hormone therapy 
and chemotherapy — that 
ought only to be used when ab¬ 
solutely necessary, the authors 
stressed. 

They also concluded the 
significant drop in breast can¬ 
cer deaths can be best ex¬ 
plained by the improvement in 
treatments, rather than the 
early detection through mam¬ 
mograms. 

Another study — which 
compared European countries 
where mammograms became 
routine in the 1990s with ones 
where they became common in 
the 2000s — concluded that the 
screening tool did not lessen 
the number of deaths at all. 

Despite significant 

progress, breast cancer is the 
most common form of cancer 
among women and the one that 
kills the most women around 
the world. 

Each year, another 1.4 mil¬ 
lion cases of the disease are di¬ 
agnosed worldwide.

Toyota, Honda tops for 
resale value in surveys 


— Toyota and Honda are scor¬ 
ing big in two competing in¬ 
dexes that measure how well 
new cars are expected to retain 
their value. 

For the second year, Toyota 
and its luxury brand, Lexus, 
hold the top spots overall when 
it comes to resale value in Kel¬ 
ley Blue Book's predictions 
announced at the Los Angeles 
Auto Show. And Honda and its 
Acura luxury division are the 
big winners in a similar survey 
by ALG, which also tracks ex¬ 
pected car depreciation. 

When it comes to individual 
models in various car cate¬ 
gories, Honda did well in 
KBB's survey with Honda Fit, 
Civic and Accord, which all 
were the leaders of their re¬ 
spective categories. 

ALG, once known as Auto¬ 
motive Lease Guide, gave a 
big nod to Hyundai in its indi¬ 


vidual rankings. Elantra, Azera 
and Santa Fe were category 
leaders. 

Overall, the value of a new 
car bought today is expected to 
be worth 38.2% of its original 
value in five years, KBB says. 
That's an increase of 2.5 per¬ 
centage points compared with 
the 2012 model-year average 
from the same period last year.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Dr. Joseph Murray, who 
won the Nobel Prize for 
performing the first-ever 
successful organ trans¬ 
plant, died late Monday 
at the age of 93, accord¬ 
ing to the Boston Globe. 

After suffering a stroke 
Thursday, Murray passed 
away at Boston's 
Brigham and Women's 
Hospital, where he had 
performed the landmark 
kidney transplant on 
Ronald and Richard Her¬ 
rick on December 23, 

1954, the newspaper re¬ 
ported. 

Born on April 1, 1919 in 
Milford, Massachusetts, Murray traced his interest in the 
emerging science of transplants to the three years he 
spent on the surgical ward of an army hospital in Penn¬ 
sylvania during World War II. There surgeons would 
often treat severely burned soldiers with skin grafts from 
cadavers as a temporary measure. He won the Nobel 
Prize in Medicine in 1990, sharing the honor with E. Don- 
nall Thomas, who pioneered bone marrow transplants. 
Their discoveries have been used to cure or provide a 
decent life for tens of thousands of severely ill patients. 



Australian wildlife taught to shun cane 
toads 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Australia's 
native animals are being fed 
nauseating sausages of cane 
toad meat in a bid to train them 
against eating the foul, toxic 
species as it spreads into new 
areas, researchers said. 


Cane toads, a warty, leathery 
creature with a venom sac on 
their heads toxic enough to kill 
snakes and crocodiles, are ad¬ 
vancing across north-western 
Australia at a speed of 50 kilo¬ 
metres (31 miles) a year.Native 


animals, particularly small 
marsupials and lizards, will die 
if they eat a full-grown adult 
and conservationists are at¬ 
tempting to give them a repel¬ 
lent first taste of toad to train 
them against seeing it as food.

Britain appoints Canada's 
Carney to head Bank of 
England 



Eurozone-IMF deal buys 
more time for Greece 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain has 
named Canadian central bank 
chief Mark Carney as the new 
Bank of England governor, the 
first time a foreigner has been 
chosen to lead the institution 
which is in a period of enor¬ 
mous change. 


Finance minister George 
Osborne told lawmakers that 
the 47-year-old Carney was the 
"outstanding central banker of 
his generation", while Mr Car¬ 
ney himself said he was ho¬ 
noured to be picked. 


US consumer 
confidence 
hits best level 
since 2008 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
consumer confidence rose this 
month to its highest level since 
February 2008, the Conference 
Board said day, as expectations 
of the future brightened despite 
the looming fiscal cliff. 

The monthly survey saw the 
consumer confidence index 
rise to 73.7, up from 73.1 in 
October, with those surveyed 
more optimistic about the 
short-term outlook. But con¬ 
sumers showed only a little im¬ 
provement in their view of the 
lackluster jobs market, and in¬ 
come expectations slipped. 

The consumer confidence 
survey came after the Novem¬ 
ber 6 presidential election and 
at the beginning of the holiday 
shopping season which saw 
consumers open up their wal¬ 
lets in stores and online at a 
better-than-expected pace. 

"Over the past few months, 
consumers have grown increas¬ 
ingly more upbeat about the 
current and expected state of 
the job market, and this turn¬ 
around in sentiment is helping 
to boost confidence," said Lynn 
Franco of the Conference 
Board.The higher index level 
suggested consumers are not 
worried about the looming 
package of sizable tax hikes 
and spending cuts to be imple¬ 
mented from January 1 if 
politicians cannot compromise 
on an alternative deficit-cutting 
plan. 

Economists say the fiscal 
cliff policies will slice huge 
chunks out of households’ dis¬ 
posable incomes and send the 
economy back into recession. 


YESTERDAY’S

ATHENS (AFP) - The euro¬ 
zone and IMF saved Greece 
from bankruptcy yesterday in 
a re-drawn rescue that Greek 
leaders said marked a new be¬ 
ginning for a country facing 
further austerity in the midst of 
recession. 

The deal brought forth a 
compromise by the IMF, an ad¬ 
mission that Greece will need 
help with its debt for years, re¬ 
moves the imminent risk of de¬ 
fault, and minimises the 
chances that the country might 
have to leave the eurozone. 

The accord struck in the 
early hours of yesterday after 
13 hours of talks marks a "new 
day" for Greece, Prime Minis¬ 
ter Antonis Samaras said, but 
protests against austerity meas¬ 
ures continued in Athens. 

With the deal Greece has 
"ensured its place in the euro," 
Samaras added. 

On financial markets, the 
euro initially rose in relief at 
the new breathing space for 
Greece, but later pulled back. 
Stocks posted modest gains. 

The deal came in the form 
of approval for the latest slice 
of rescue funding to pay cur¬ 
rent bills, already agreed but 
tied to a new round of deep 
budget measures, and a new 


look at the huge mountain of 
accumulated debt. 

Former prime minister 
Evangelos Venizelos, now 
head of the Socialist PASOK 
party part of the ruling coali¬ 
tion, described the deal as "a 
new beginning" for Greece. 

But Alexis Tsipras, head of 
the leftist opposition party 
Syriza, called the deal a "non¬ 
solution, which isn't a viable 
plan for our country" whose 
economy continues to contract 
under the effect of austerity 
measures. 

Several thousand municipal 
workers and university staff 
protested against job cuts, 
spending cuts and tax rises that 
the government has imple¬ 
mented to get the rescue funds. 

European Central Bank 
President Mario Draghi said 
that Greece must still meet a 
series of agreed conditions but 
"the decision will certainly re¬ 
duce the uncertainty and 
strengthen confidence in Eu¬ 
rope and in Greece."

US: China not currency manipulator 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The US Treasury ruled yesterday 
that China does not manipulate its currency, but said never¬ 
theless that the renminbi remains undervalued. 

In a twice-yearly finding to answer congressional critics 
of China’s overwhelming bilateral trade advantage, the 
Treasury said Beijing did not meet the definition of a cur¬ 
rency manipulator under US law, which could spark US 
trade sanctions. 

The Treasury argued that China knows that an appreci¬ 
ating currency is in its own interest, and said the renminbi 
(RMB), also called the yuan, gained 9.3 percent against the 
dollar between June 2010 and November 2012.

SINGAPORE (AFP) - Four 
professional golfers forced the 
Asian Tour to pay back fines 
and legal costs and let them 
play on the rival OneAsia cir¬ 
cuit after winning a lengthy 
court battle on Tuesday. 

The players — Australia's 
Terry Pilkadaris and Matthew 
Griffin, Manila-based Dutch¬ 
man Guido van der Valk and 
Malaysia's Anis Hassan — 
emerged victorious after a 
year-long restraint of trade 


case at the Singapore High 
Court. 

The players launched the 
legal action after they were 
fined and barred from Asian 
Tour events for playing OneA¬ 
sia tournaments in 2010. 

"The judge declared that all 
of those rules which allowed 
the Asian Tour to prohibit its 
players from playing on other 
tournaments... were restraint 
of trade and therefore null and 
void," their lawyer, Christo¬ 


pher Anand Daniel, told AFP. 

He added the players may 
also be able to claim for dam¬ 
ages as compensation for po¬ 
tential earnings while they 
were forced to sit out events. 

The case highlighted a 
major point of contention be¬ 
tween the Asian Tour and 
OneAsia, whose launch in 
2009 sparked what has been 
called the region's "golf war". 

Pilkadaris said he was "de¬ 
lighted" with the ruling, adding 
it was "simply unfair" that the 
Asian Tour barred players 
from OneAsia events even 
when the circuits' schedules 
were not in direct conflict. 

The Asian Tour said it 
would consider the ruling be¬ 
fore deciding whether to ap¬ 
peal. 

But OneAsia chairman and 
commissioner Sang Y. Chun 
said the ruling showed it was 
"illogical" to stop players from 
taking part in both tours.

MANCHESTER (AFP) - For¬ 
mer England cricket hero An¬ 
drew Flintoff has found 
himself on the back foot even 
before he throws his first 
punch for money in the boxing 
ring on Friday night. 

Freddie, as he is fondly 
known in Britain, is being 
filmed as part of a documen¬ 
tary series on Sky television, 
"Flintoff: From Lord's To The 
Ring", which culminates in his 
professional boxing debut 
against American Richard 
Dawson. 

For the past five months the 
34-year-old Flintoff has been 
trained by former world feath¬ 
erweight champion Barry 
McGuigan and his son, Shane, 
as he gears up for four two- 
minute rounds against Daw¬ 
son, who has won both his 
previous fights. 

But he has received criti¬ 
cism that he is not taking box¬ 
ing seriously and that Friday 
will be all about TV, not sport, 
with British promoter Frank 
Maloney hitting out at boxing 
authorities over the decision to 
grant Flint off a licence. 

Flintoff, who stands an im¬ 
posing 6 feet 4 inches (1.93 
metres) tall, insists his new ca¬ 
reer as a heavyweight boxer is 
for real and he is not motivated 
by the intention to make a doc¬ 
umentary series about it. 

"I understand people are 
protective of the sport, but I'm 


going in the ring on Friday and 
that's what all my energy is 
going into," Flintoff told AFP. 

"There's no talk of disre¬ 
specting boxing but of cele¬ 
brating boxing, and I hope I 
manage to do that. I'm a box¬ 
ing fan and sport has been very 
good to me over the years. 

"The fight came before the 
TV show — the TV show is a 
result of getting the fight, but 
you saw on the TV show... that 
I've put the hours in." 

Flintoff retired from cricket 
two years ago after a colourful 
career including two Ashes 
victories over Australia in 
2005 and 2009. 

When he steps into the ring 
at the Manchester Arena, the 
venue will look a lot emptier 
than it was last weekend, when 
20,000 people watched former 
world champion Ricky Hatton 
make an unsuccessful come¬ 
back.
